Prospects for the appearance 
of the Supremes at this year’s 
Little 500 concert have dimmed 
considerably, according to SA 
Vice-President Steve Kizaric, who 
has been negotiating with Mo- 
town representatives since last 
fall. 

Kizaric has made assurances 
that the Four Tops, another pop- 
ular .Motown group, will definitely 



appear April 20. 

Tak difficulties and the' pos- 
sibility of the disbanding of the 
Supremes may prevent the group 
from appearing here April 20. 
According to Motown officials, the 
Internal Revenue Service has ifesu- 
ed an injunction prohibiting the 
Supremes from playing any dates 
■* ribt- legally contracted prior. tQ 
January 1, 1969, until their tax 
problems are resolved. 

Kizaric also cites speculation 
about Diana Ross’ departure from 
the .Supremes as another compli- 
cating factor in booking the group. 
Kizaric explains that the SA 
“cannot contract Diana Ross, since 
officially she does not exist as a 
performing artist outside the 
Supremes,” 

According to Kizaric, Motown 
President Barry Gordy has indi- 


cated that his company -^feels 
obliged to offer a replacement if 
the Supremes don’t appear. Possi- 
bilities include Martha and the 
Vandellas, Marvin Gaye, Mary 
Wells, Dionne Warwick and jNancy 
Wilson. Gordy has promised Kizar- 
ic a complete report explaining 
the problems involved in boohing 
the Supremes. _

Although Homecoming, Prom, and Frosh-Soph weekends 
are now managed by class officers, these functions could eas- 
ily be transferred to Senate committees and managed in more 
close contact with Student Association planning and bud- 
geting. = — — — — i- 

Time-consuming elections and maintenance of Halleck 
offices are superfluous for the execution of a few social 
events or clasg-oriented projects such as the annual senior 
class gift and freshman initiation. 

The residence hall has become the center of activity at 
Saint Joseph’s. A student identifies more closely to his hall 
than to his academic class. Compared to class officers, hall 
Senators are more representative of student problems and 
are more responsive to their constituents, with whom "they 
come into contact every day. 

Stay hall programs, Little 500 competition, social events, 
and hall Masses all emphasize a growing concentration of 
activity in the halls. And the mixing of classes within each 
dorm has tended to obscure student distinctions based solely 
on class. 

It is ridiculous to give SA voting power (especially two 
votes apiece) to four class presidents whose constituents have 
virtually no common denominator other than academic rank. 
Their administrative function§. c0uld .l?fv performed just as 
effectively, and better coordinated to the entire Student 
Association, by Seriate committees. — S.T.S. 


Appearances Precede Substantial Issues 


Dear Sirs: 

The situation which prompts, 
me to write concerns a particular' 
dorm, bi^t is important in Gthat , 
it reflects the attitude and con- 
duct of the college administration 
toward significant college ' func- 
tions and goals. 

‘Over the semester break, the 
administration, through the col- 
lege plumbing and carpentry 
shops replaced the stools and 
shower stalls in the second and 
third floor restrooms in Drexel 
Hall. 

Also, a new urinal, to replace 
the one taken out a year and a 
half ago, was installed on the 
first floor. New; mirrors and paint 
jobs completed the renovation. 
The workmanship was, as expect- 
ed, good in spots, with most of it 
being mediocre. 

Are the students living in 
Drexel happy about the new fa- 
cilities? No, they, are not. And 
the reasons ate quite simple. 


NEEDLESS REPAIRS 

First of all, the rest-rooms did 
not need to be remodeled. No one 
complained about them, except 
for the first floor, which got a 
token urinal. 

The new shower stalls are in- 
ferior to the old ones. While 
prettier, they are less functional 
and smaller. The planning that 
went into the replacement of the 
showers is reflected by the fact 
that each time the showers are 
used, the restroom floods. 

But these are not my main 
complaints. It is obvious that 
several thousand dollars in ma- 
terial and labor was spent in un- 
necessary remodeling. This money 
could, and should, have been spent 
on four or five more academic 
scholarships. 

MISDIRECTED ACTIVITY 

This college has been called 
a number of things, but the name 
that can be applied in this in-

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The refusal of the college Business Office to collect the 
five dollar increase in ihe Student Association fee is but 
another sorry chapter in the story of a project that was alto- 
gether mishandled, misunderstood, and now unjustly rejected. 

The need for increasing the fee from $15 to $20 is un- 
deniable-providing the services and entertainment that this 
campus demands is simply going to cost more money. 

Running the Coffee House, showing weekend movies, 
holdirig dances and mixers; sponsoring lectures, financing 
class and hall activities, and presenting concerts require 
money that the Student Association does not now have 
available. 

This need was marred by the presentation of the fee 
increase, a hasty maneuver which brought not wholly unjusti- 
fied charges that the issue was being railroaded through the 
Student Senate. The overwhelming 35-9 vote which passed 
the motion, though, clearly shows that students both realize 
the need jor the fee increase and are willing to pay the addi- 
tional five dollars. 

The Administration’s rejection of the fee raise reflects, a 
lack of faith in the Student Senate’s judgment and" q total 
misunderstanding of their role in student affairs. 

Supposedly, Saint Joseph’s College abandoned the theory 
of acting in loco parentis — taking the place of a student’s 
parents when he is at school. Yet the college’s present re- 
fusal to act on a decision made by students— to pay art extra 
five dollars to be used for their own benefit— shows that the 
Administration still regards students as unable to govern 
their own financial, affairs.

This action also is indicative of a far-from-rare Admini- 
stration tactic known as the “double standard —paying lip 
service to a belief such as non -in loco parentis until actual 
practice dictates otherwise. 

' We urge the Administration to reconsider their aetion 
and to bill students the extra, five dollars-an extra cost which 
the. students have voted upon themselves. 

Moreover, we politely suggest that the Administration 
confine itself to what its title implies-administering the af- 
fairs of the college and leaving students to determine the 
conditions they will live under — J. A.

CONVENIENT STATES QUO 

The administration reflects the 
middle class ethic of convenient 
status quo that has driven many 
of the thinking young people of 
the college k^riferation to radical 
and sometimes violent actions. 

It may be that T will be criti 3 
cized for taking an issue such as 
restroom renovation and stretch- 
ing it to make a point that is 
nothing more than a restatement 
of current, popular student com- 
plaining. But the incompetence of 
this administration is reflected in 
more than misspent monies. 

Disputes over scholarships, Hal- 
leck Center, academic excellence 
have gone on all year. The col- 
lege Fathers continue to show 
a lack of interest in the areas 
that demand the greatest interest 
and upon which the survival of 
this college depends.

The Indiana Collegiate Confer- 
ence (ICC) basketball champion- 
ship will be put on the line this 
coming week as virtually every 
team represented has a chance to 
achieve the laurels. 

Valparaiso University currently 
leads the pack with a 3-1 record, 
while Evansville, Butler, and 
Saint Joseph’s are tied for second 
place with 2-2 records.. DePauw 
is far from out of ’ the race with 
a 1-3 record. 

The Crusaders from Valpo visit 
Collegeville Saturday night to 
take on Saint Joseph’s in a 7:30 
p.m. tilt. Valpo will seek to 
avenge the double overtime vic- 
tory by the Pumas 91-87, on Jan. 
8. Since that encounter, Saint 
Joseph’s has slid to a 9-8 season 
mark, while Valpo has climbed 
t o a 10-6 record. — — — 

The most recent official ICC 
statistics list Valpo’s 6-4 -jiinior 
from Portage, Ind., Bruce Lind- 
ner, as leading the scoring race 
, with a 23.3 average. Saint Joe’s 
6-5 forward Frank Pohlgeers, 
from Covington, Ky., is making 
1 runaway with rebounding hon- 
ors. He has been averaging 16 
per game. 

The lengthy Valpo-Saint Joe 
hardwood series began back in 
1924, when the Pumas clipped the 
Crusaders by 27-25 at' Valpo. To 
date, 60 games have been played 
in the series and Valpo holds a 
37-23* edge.

Sizeable superiority in team 
depth and rebounding strength 
proved decisive last night in 
Alumni Fieldhouse as Saint Jo- 
seph’s overpowered the Olivet 
(Mich.) Comets, 93-69, to boost 
the Saints’ season record to 9-8 , 
and set the stage for Saturday’s 
showdown with Valparaiso. 


The Pumas crushed the visitors 
on the boards, 66-38, and out- 
scored Olivet by 16-2 during the 
gaime’s final 3:49, when the Com- 
ets were forced to play without 
three of their regular performers 
who fouled out* • / 

In the first hardwood meeting 
on- record between the schools, 
Coach Jim Holstein employed the 
talents of 13 of his .cagers. The 
Pumas finished With 32 baskets 
in 72 field goal tries for .444 per- 
centage and SJC free throw 
shooters cashed in 27 of 40 tries 
for a .675 showing. Olivet was 
27-for-67 from the field (.403) 
and 15-for-25 from the line (.600). 

Puma cagers met with sporadic 
success in the . past two months, 
posting an overall 9-8 season 
record. Besides the stern com- 
petition offered by Indiana Col- 
legiate . Conference (ICC) foes 
Valpo, Evansville, Butler, and De- 
Pauw, the Saints have faced other 
fugged opponents. 

Highly-ranked California State 
of Long Beach headed the list 
of three West Coast teams that 
hosted the Puma five. 

BSU EDGES SJC 

Saturday the Pumas visited 
Muncie where two last-minute ' 
free throws by Steve Burlingame 
boosted the Cardinals to a 74-72 
win. 

Half-time saw the Pumas up 
36-29 but BSU caught the Saints 
at 53-53 with ten minutes to play 
and from there the lead see- 
sawed to the finish. 

Four Pumas reached double 
figures in scoring, headed by Ted 
Hillary with 19. Bill Gladieux 
and Bill Weliky* added 13 and 
Chuck Lamm hit for ten. 

The initial ICC game took place 
at Valparaiso Jan. 8. There the 
Saints knocked off the Crusaders 
in a double overtime tilt, 91-87. 
Hillary led the scoring with 26 
points. 

Returning home Jan. 11, the 
Pumas collided with Evansville, 
pre-season favorites to take the 
ICC crown. V 

The Aces survived a closing 
surge to eke out a 74-72 win. 
Frank Pohlgeers established a 
season high of 27 rebounds as the 
Saints outrebounded Evansville,
